Icy temps hamper oil search

Temperatures in bodies of 
water, adjacent to the Arctic 
Ocean have dropped rapidly 
since the 1950s, and if this 
trend continues oil exploration 
in areas such as the Beaufort 
Sea and Lancaster Sound will 
become more difficult. 

Speaking at a seminar on 
Friday, Professor Max Dunbar 
said the Ice resulting from 
tower temperatures will make it 
harder to reach the oil rigs in 
those northern waters. In ad- 
dition, containing and cleaning 
up oil spills will pose even 
greater,problems. 

Yet both the government and 
the oil industry, he said, have , 



attention to the climatic 
changes. Pointing It out to 
them isn’t going to help. ‘It 
never has." 

Dunbar, who helped found 
McGill’s Marine Sciences 
Center in the 1960s has been 
active In the Arctic Institute of 
North America, told * his 
audience tha* unlike the oil 
industry, Canada’s , fishing 
industry will not suffer as a 
result of the lower water 
temperatures.

Looking briefly into the 
future, Dunbar discussed a 
climatic change with an even 
greater Impact — the coming 
Ice Age. He said we are in an 
inter-glacial period and that the 
next Ice Age is due thousands 
of years from now. By that time 
he hopes if man is still around, 
he will have, developed the 
means to prevent another Ice 
Age. -

Deutsch: report 
outlines rea issue 

Professors Asimakopulos and Weldon have Indeed crossed their 
Rubicon! In making available documents previously made secret 
by a Senate decree the professors are in effect acting in defiance 
of Senate and thus are challenging its authority. It is important to 
know why they are doing this. 

The •challenge’ is contained In an eleven page report (see: 
Economists Fight On, Daily, Jan. 26) issued by the professors last 
week. The core issue in the report is the procedure 6y which a 
professor is awarded a promotion. Under normal circumstances a 
professor must write the chairperson of his or her department 
requesting a selection committee (under the auspices of the 
department’s own promotion and tenure committee) be struck to 
consider the professor's case for promotion. 'The selection 
committee consists of a number of professors from that same 
department. Such a hearing is a necessary first step because the 
granting or refusing of promotion is based on academic con- 
siderations; the professor eitherqualifies or doesn't. And who but 
the professor's own academic colleagues are in the best position 
to decide? 

But what happens when a professor, against all precedent, goes 
directly to the Administration requesting a selection committee to 
hear his case? What happens is that in bypassing the depart- 
mental' promotion and tenure committee the professor has in 
effect grounded his request on political considerations rather 
than academic. Why else would a professor commit himself to 
breaking all precedents so that bis case may be heard? 

Worse still, what happens when the Administration not only 
condones such manifestly political manoeuvres but goes to great 
lengths to give them thô misleading and dishonest justification 
usually accorded to political expedients. This is the issue that lies 
at the heart of the Report and the so-called Deutsch Affair: How 
does the Administration justify putting political considerations 
before academic ones; How does the Administration justify 
blatant abrogation of the principle of equal treatment; How does 
the Administration justify the use of 'falsehood in Senate, the 
highest policy-making body at McGili? 

Professor Deutsch is not the issue. The procedure by which he 
was granted promotion is. What professors Asimakopulos and 
Weldon are doing Is openly and defiantly repudiating the 
procedure Professor Deutsch used on the grounds that it sets a 
dangerous, nay, insidious precedent for the granting of promotion. 
After all what is at stake here is the quality of academics now and 
. for the future at this Institution. 

That is something that concerns us all. Consequently we must 
publicly protest such procedures knowing that if we fail to 
repudiate them we will be guilty of the same gross hypocrisy that 
has evidently Infected the Administration. 

We at the Daily support the cause the Department of Economics 
' has chosen to defend.

Who said McTavish 
ain’t lavish? 

To the Daily: " 1 

For the past two years, without 
fall, every day, Monday to 
Friday between the hours of 8 
am and 7 pm approximately 100 
vehicles parked along Mc- 
Tavish Street are issued 
parking tickets. The penalty of 
such a ticket is $10. Totalled, 
this represents a revenue for 
the City of Montreal of $1,000 a 
day, $5,000 a-week, $20,000 a 
month, and $200,000 for the 
academic year. 

The problem therefore fs 
obvious. However, here are- 
several reasons why this 
situation has become in- 
tolerable: 

—Revenues received from 
parking tickets, some $200,000 
a year, remain the property of 
the City of Montreal. 

—Parking tickets are largely 
paid by McGill University 
students. 

—McGill. University owns and 
occupies all the buildings on 
either side of McTavish Street. 
—McTavish Street (one-way) 
serves, because of its location, 
only the McGill University 
Community. 

—Demand for parking space on 
campus far exceeds supply. 

Here also are suggestions 
which, if implemented, would 
improve the parking -facilities 
available on campus: 

—Purchase or lease McTavish 
Street. 

-r-Continue to issue parking 
tickets and gross over $200,000 
a year and subsidize the in- 
creasing cost of academic 
books. Or preferably, 

—offer the parking space to 
McGill University students, on a 
first-come, first-served basis, at 
a maximum of $1.50 a day. The 
return, $30,000 a year, would 
, sufficiently cover the expenses 
incurred for a salaried at- 
tendant and proper main- 
tenance of the street. 

Urging you to address, in- 
vestigate and correct this 
unnecessary injustice..
